Dev elopments now taking place or pre­ 
mised in Egy pt are remindful of the mighty 
stirrings that occurred in Turkey after the 
first World War. Like Kemal Pasha, the 
great modernizer of Turkey , General Nasser 
has mov ed first to break the hold of feudal, 
fanatical religious ex tremism. 
At the same time he is instituting social 
and economic reforms as rapidly as the 
country 's finances will permit with the dual 
goal of making a progressiv e Egy pt the 
kingpin in the Arab world. 
The new leadership of Egy pt has its work 
cut out for it, for the Biblical land abounds 
in numerous social and economic paradox ­ 
es. Hence on the same day that the gov ern­ 
ment announces that an American pros­ 
pecting mission is activ e in the Sudan look­ 
ing for uranium, the most modem of met­ 
als, it discloses a sweeping campaign to 
clear Cairo of its beggars and v agrants, the 
oldest of parasites.
